March drop was the biggest 
four-month decline since 1951. 
Skyrocketing prices for live­ 
stock and fresh fruits and vege­ 
tables drove agriculture prices 
up a seasonally adjusted 4.8 per 
cent last month to lead the 
over-all 
rise 
in 
wholesale 
prices. But not all the price 
news was bad. Industrial com­ 
modities rose one-tenth of 1 per 
cent, the same as in March. 


Farm and food prices often 


change erratically from month 
to month, and because of this 
most economists regard trends 
in industrial prices as a truer 
measure of inflation. Never­ 
theless, the April increase in 
wholesale food prices seems to 
indicate a new increase is like­ 
ly 
in retail grocery prices, 
which had dropped over the 
past two months. 


The Ford administration has 
forecast an inflation rate of 
about 6 or 7 per cent this year, 
or about half the 12.2 per cent 
increase in all of 1974 in the 
Consumer Price Index, the key 
measure of inflation. The con­ 
sumer index climbed 6.6 per 
cent at a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate for the first three 
months of the year. 


Wholesale prices have risen 


at an adjusted annual rate of 
six tenths of a per cent over 
the past three months, com­ 
pared with increases of 14.2 per 
cent during the final three 
months of 1974 and 34.9 per 
cent in the quarter ended last 
September. 
In April, the wholesale index 
for farm products jumped 6.7 
per cent following four con­ 
secutive months of decline. The 
index for processed foods and 
feeds was up 3.5 per cent, 
largely as a result of higher 
prices for meats and manufac­ 
tured animal feeds. 
The one tenth of a per cent

The paym ents are then spread 
out over the life of the quipment.

com pany, 
w hich 
depreciated its drydock over a 
40-year 
period, 
collected 
$200,000 a 
y ea r 
from 
the 
government. But another firm 
depreciated its dock over a 12- 
year span and collected a juicy 
$1.2 million a year. 
By 
speeding 
up 
the 
depreciation, 
the 
com panies 
wind up with more capital for 
investments. This brings them 
faster profits with less interest 
to pay. 
Proxmire’s study also charges 
that contractors “use the equip­ 
ment 
for 
their

business after the government 
has paid for it.” Some of the 
equipment purchased by the 
taxpayers,

Proxmire, is never used fra* 
government work.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov. 
George C. Wallace of Alabama 
recently told a group of foreign 
correspondents he thinks the 
United States may have been 
fighting the wrong people in 
World War II. 
In a wide-ranging interview 
with 
the 
correspondents 
on 
March 
3, 
Wallace 
said 
he 
thought there might never have 
been a second world war if the 
United States had cultivated 
the friendship of the Japanese 
and Germans after World War 
I. 
In an opening comment to a 
Japanese correspondent Wal­ 
lace said, “I wish we’d been on 
the same side in World War II, 
instead of being on the same 
side with China and Russia.” 
A transcript of the interview 
was obtained today by The As­ 
sociated Press after The Wash­ 
ington Post published a story 
about the interview. 
The foreign journalists inter­ 
viewed Wallace while on a two- 
week tour of the South spon­ 
sored by the U.S. Information 
Agency’s Foreign Press Center. 


The journalists interviewed 
the governors of Georgia, Mis­ 
sissippi, Arkansas and Ten­ 
nessee as well as Wallace dur­ 
ing their tour. 
The Alabama governor em­ 
phasized he did not agree with 
the policies of Nazi Germany. 
“But that was not the Ger­ 
man people,” he said. “The 
German 
people 
were 
mis­ 
treated after World War I. 


“The Versailles Treaty that 
was 
imposed 
on 
them 
by 
France and Britain and the 
United States — and, mainly, 
France and Britain — was a 
treaty that brought Hitler to 
power.” 


Wasllace 
added 
that 
he 
thought the Japanese “were 
provoked to a certain extent by 
people, 
by interests in this 
country that helped to bring 
about Pearl Harbor. 
“And what I’m saying is that 
our true foreign policy in those 
years ought to have been culti­ 
vated, the friendship of the 
Japanese and of the Germans 
Instead of being antagonistic.”

Wallace cites 
mistakes made 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov. 
George C. Wallace of Alabama 
recently told a group of foreign 
correspondents he thinks the 
United States may have been 
fighting the wrong people in 
World War II. 
In a wide-ranging interview 
with 
the correspondents 
on 
March 3, 
Wallace 
said 
he 
thought there might never have 
been a second world war if the 
United States had cultivated 
the friendship of the Japanese 
and Germans after World War 
I. 
In an opening comment to a 
Japanese correspondent Wal­ 
lace said, “ I wish we'd been on 
the same side in World War II, 
instead of being on the same 
side with China and Russia." 
A transcript of the interview 
was obtained today by The As­ 
sociated Press after The Wash­ 
ington Post published a story 
about the interview. 
The foreign journalists inter­ 
viewed Wallace while on a two- 
week tour of the South spon­ 
sored by the U.S. Information 
Agency's Foreign Press Center. 


The journalists interviewed 
the governors of Georgia, Mis­ 
sissippi, Arkansas and Ten­ 
nessee as well as Wallace dur­ 
ing their tour, 
The Alabama governor em­ 
phasized he did not agree with 
the policies of Nazi Germany. 
“ But that was not the Ger­ 
man people,” he said. "The 
German 
people 
were 
mis­ 
treated after World War I. 


“ The Versailles Treaty that 
was 
imposed 
on 
them 
by 
France and Britain and the 
United States — and, mainly, 
France and Britain — was a 
treaty that brought Hitler to 
power.” 


Wasllace

thought the Japanese "were 
provoked to a certain extent by 
people, 
by interests in this 
country that helped to bring 
about Pearl Harbor. 
"And what I’m saying is that 
our true foreign policy in those 
years ought to have been culti­ 
vated, the friendship of the 
Japanese and of the Germans 
instead of being antagonistic."
